PACKED THEIR KITS. 


Eight Hundred Indianapolis 
Carpenters Go on a 


Strike To-Day. 


They Demand an Hight Hour Day 
and Better Pay. 


The Bosses Refuse te Recognize the Union, 
but Several of Them Make Frivate 
Agreements — Prospects That Other 
Trades Will Join the Strike—A Mass 
Meeting to Be Called to Settle the Chi- 
cago Carpenters’ Treubles — Pittsburg 
(Pa.) Switchmen Present Their Griev- 
ances—The Sailors and Seamen’s Union— 
A Victory for the Stone-Cutters. : 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 15.—The move- 
ment for the eight-hour day and 35 cents per 
hour pay began in earnest this morning. 
The music of the hammer, the. saw and the 
plane has ceased; 800 hundred mon are idle 
and have determined to remain 30 until 
their demands have been acceded to, 
Nearly three months ago the contractors 
were notified that on this day 
the demand for the shorter day 
and better pay would go into effect. This ad- 
vance notice was given in order to allow the 
contractors to bid on work understandingly. 
Since the notice was given the work of 
strengthening the Carpenters’ Unions has 
been going steadily on, and gradually nearly 
all the journeymen ip the city allied them- 
selves with some one of the unions, and in so 
doing pledged themselves to stand firm forthe 
demand to be made. The contractors have 
watched this movement wiih interest, but 
have not taken any steps toward meeting the 
demands of thelremployes. Duriug the last 
few days quite a number of employers have 
verbally agreed to grant the demands of the 
workmen, but no one would consent to sign 
an agrsement as required by the unions. 
When quitting time came last evening each 
gang of journeymen carpenters in the city 
renewed the demand for eight 
hours and 8 cents per hour pay. 


In each instance the answer was either that 
it could not be acceded to or that a day or two 
was desired to think over the matter. The 
result was between 700 and 800 of the 900 jour- 
neymen carpenters in the city packed their 
kits and gave notice that they would not re- 
turn to work until the demands had deen 
acceded to. 

According to instruction, the striking men 
assembled at Mansur Hall at 8 o’clock this 
morning. The hall was not large enough to 
accommodate them all, and those who could 
not get inside gathered in groups on the side- 
walk and discussed the situation. The men

Reports were received from men work- 
ing from all the contractors in the an and 
these showed that practically all the Union 
men inthe city were out. Sports were re- 
ceived of but fifteen union men at work. Itis 
estimated that about 100 non-union men had 
refused to lay down their tools. It is an- 
nounced that Henry Spielhoff, a contractor, 
had agreed to accede to the demandsand that 
his men were at work. Two other contractors 
had verbally agreed to pay the rate asked for 
an eight-hour day, and some of their men 
had agreed to remain. Several cases 
were reported where the bosses had 
agreed to pay the foreman 35 cents per hour, 
but would net consent to advance the wages 
ofthe other men. In some of these instances 
the foreman had remained with his employer, 
while in others be had refused to continue at 
work unless the men under him were given 
the advance too. It was announced in the 
meeting that some of the contractors were 
going to import men from country towns 
around Indianapolis, and a committee was 
appointed to go tothe depot and labor with 

all such men who should come in. 


The Pittsburg Switchmen. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 15.—The meeting of 
the yard switchmen of the various railway 
lines centering here, which began last even- 
ing, did not close until nearly daylight. The 


grievances, Including higher wages, shorter 
hours and experienced men, were to have 
been presented at 9 o ‘clock, but up to 11 
o'clock the committee had not called upon 
the officials. The strike, if ordered, will in- 
volve several thousand men. 

Thedemands of the yard switchmen were 
presented to the officials of the Pennsylvania 
Co., Panhandle, Pittsburg & Lake Erie, Pitts- 
burg & Western, Baltimore & Oh lo, and 
smaller lines this afternoon. The 
list of grievances were received 
by the railway managers without comment, 
An answer will not be given before to-morrow 
morning. The officials were in conference 
this afternoon, but the action decided upon 
is not known. Itisthought that the matter 
will be compromised or an extension grantea, 
thereby averting a strike. 


Apprehensive of a General Strike. 


Utica, N. T., April 15.—The railroad men in 
this city are apprehensive of a general strike 
on both the Central Hudson and West Shore 
Railroads. It was learned that tue employes of 


all classes on this division had arrangements 
made to demand an increase of wages and the 
action of the company discharging them takes 
the wind out of the men’s salle and makes 
them doubly indignant. The men who were 
discharged and the men retained had frequent 
conferences to-day. The train men, engineers 
and firemen are reluctant * talk of the situa- 
tion. 


A Maas Meeting to Be Called. 


CHICAGO, III., April 15,.—Judges Altgeld and 
Tuttie of the Ciroult Court will issuw a call for 
a mass meeting, which it is thought will be 
held within a day or two, witb a view to arbi- 
tration of the differences between the 
striking carpenters and the mastef builders. 
The strike is of such serious proportions that 
ifthe differences are not settled within a 
week it is thought that the planing mille and 
brick- makers bere will have to shut down, 
thus throwing out of employment many 
thousands of men,

threatened. 

The whole affair is tangled and there are 
several interested persons yet to be heard.

This afternoon the affair is at a stand-still. 
The peace is however oulytthe calm before the 
storm. Mrs. O’Haver says that she will 
at once, on behalf of her daughter, 
institute proceedings in the Circuit 
Court for a divorce from Dailey 
on the grounds of cruelty and negiect. Dailey 
has anumber of complaints which he says he 
will make. One is to swear out a warrant 
charging both O' Haver and the girl’s mother 
with abduction in enticing away his 
wife. Another is to prosecute the two crim- 
inally and make them prove their legal mar- 


riage. Again he says he will make 
application for a writ of habeas corpus, 
have it served on both O’Haver and 


his wife and make them produce the body of 
his wife in open court. More than this he 
says he will prosecute O’Haver for using his 
name in an attempt to secure the silver- 
ware at Eugene Jaccard & Co.’s, and 
will obtain the evidence by which he can be 
prosecuted for passing on the hackman the 
ulleged bogus draft. Mr. O’Haver says 
Dalley has several times threatened to take 
her life, and she contemplates having him put 
under heavy bonds to keep the peace. More 
developments in the case are expected.

Services to Be Held in Church—The Pall-

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—The sorrow- 
ing friends of the late Samuei J. Randall 
thronged the home of the bereaved family 
yesterday to view the remains of the dead 
statesman and offer their condolencesto the 
afflicted widow and children. A large num- 
ber of telegrams were received during 
the day expressing regret atthe death of the 
eminent Congressman. Among the signa- 
tures attached to these messages were those 
of Gov. Hul, Gov. Campbell of Ohio, Abram 
8. Hewitt, Mrs. James K. Polk, Calvin 8. 
Brice, Senator McPherson of New Jersey, 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania Road, 
Evan P. Lewis of the Atlanta Constitution, Hon. 
George L. Converse of Ohio, 
Gov. Beaver of Pennsylvania, 
Hon. Thos. Ryan, United States Minister to 
Mexico, and ex-Senator Wallace of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The body was laid in a casket of plain cedar 
covered with black cloth and lined with cop- 
per early in the day, and was not removed 
from the room in which the dead statesman 
breathed his last. 

It has been arranged to take the remains 
from the house at8 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, to the church, where they will lie in state 


until 8:30 o’slock, when the services will be- 
gin. At Laurel Hill Cemetery the casket will 
be opened and a further opportunity 
afforded the friends of the deceased to view 
George R. Meade Post, G. A. R., 
has requested permission to hold services a 
the grave, but the request has been declined 
for lack of time.

THE LOYAL LEGION, 


A Two Days’ Session of the Order in Pro- 
gress at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 15.—The two 
days’ celebration of the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the military order of the 
Loyal Legion began this morning with 
a meeting of the Commandry-in-Obief 
which was held in the hall of the 


Historical Society of Pennsylvania. All the 
incoming trains this morning brought com- 
manderies from the various States, those 
from New York and Massachusetts being 
among the first to arrive. It is 
estimated that when all have arrived the at- 
tendance will number about 3,500 companions 
ot the order. Between 700 and 800 of this num- 
ber are accompanied by ladies. The room of 
the Union League, United Service Club, Manu- 
facturers’ Club, Art Club and Masonic Tem- 


ple have been placed at the disposal 
of the companions during thelr stay 
in the city. At the meeting of 
the commandery in chief this. morning 
Gen, Rutherford B. Hayes, Commander-in- 


Chief of the order, presided. There was a 
large attendadce of members,and Gen. Hayes, 
when he arose to announce the opening of the 
meeting was greeted with loud applause. 
Gen. Wager Swayne, Commander of the New 
York Commandery, offered a resolution that 
at the next annual meeting of the Commander- 
in-Chief, the constitution to be so changed 
as to permit of the formation of a command- 
ocy in London for the benefit of those com 
panions who may be temporarily or perma- 
nently residing abroad.

THE NATIONAL FXYCUTIVE COMMITTEE TO 
ASSEMBLE HERE TO-MOREOW- 


A Number of Delegates Arrive This Morning 
and Discuss Irish Affairs—The Date of a 
National Convention to Be Decided Oa— 
Reception to Be Tendered the Visitors 
To-Morrow Evening. — 


The members of the Executive Committee 
ofthe Irish National Land League in Amer- 
lea began to arrive this morning in St. Louls 
to attend the meeting of the committee, which 
will be held to-morrow morning. — 

The Land League in America is directly 
under the control of Mr. Parnell and other 
prominent Irishmen across the water, and 
every meeting or convention is held under 
their direction. In each State the League is 
under the control of a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, who is elected by the mem- 


bers of the organization in his State. 
This committee holds regular meetings 
to discuss the plans of the league 


and at each meeting isin communication by 
telegraph and cable with the Land Leaguers 
across the ocean. At to-morrow’s meeting 
every State inthe Union and every province 
in Canada will be represented by its member 
of the Executive Committee. Jobn Fitzgerald, 
the President of the League in America, will 
be present from his home in Lincoln, Neb., 
and the National Treasurer and National See- 
retary will also be here in addition to a large 
number of Land Leaguers who take an active 
interest in Irish affairs. 
THE PRESENT MEETING 

of the Executive Committee is called at the- 
instance of President Fitzgerald upon the rec- 
ommendation of Mr.Parnell. A meeting ot the 
custodian treasury of the funds was held last 
January and it was at that meeting that the 
present one was decided upon. No conven- 
tion has been held fortwo years and one of the 
objects of this meeting of the members 
of the committee Isto decide on a date for a 
national convention. Itis supposed that the 


present meeting was called by President 


Fitzgerald for the purpose of submitting to 


the members a number of communications 
from Mr. Parnell andother prominent land 
leaguers, relative tothe adding of additional 
forces to the organization,raising more funds, 
and generally assisting in the work of doing 
away with tyrannous landiordism. 

To-morrow evening a public reception will 
be given in Entertainment Hall to the mem- 
bers of the committee. The Missour! League 
defrays all the expenses, and the reception 
will be free. Speeches will be made by local 
Irishmen and the visitors, and music will be 
furnished for the occasion. The reception 
will probably be well attended, 

This morning Delegates Timothy Moroney 
of New Orleans, W. J. Gleason of Cleveland 
and James Killelea of Nashville arrived in the 
city. Mr, O’Neill Ryan went to the hotels and 
gatheredthe gentlemen together, and from 
them a PoOsT-DISPATOHM reporter obtained in- 
formation regarding the present status of 
Irish affairs. As these gentlemen are in, 
communication with the Land League 
in England and are fully acquainted with all 
of the workings of tthe order the information 
is undoubtedly correct. Their statements do 
away entirely with the prevailing impressions 
regarding Irish affairs. 

Theidea of armed resistance towards En- 
giand has long ago been done away witLin 
spite of the factthat the popular impression 
is that every Irishman in Ireland has 
hidden in the walls of his hut or in the 
vicinity a rifle and ammunition and ¢that his 
inner pockets are heavy with bowie knives 
and revolvers. It is impossible, they say, to 
und among the Irish tenantry any weapons 
whatever. 

Eleven years ago in the Lindell Hotel Mi- 
chael Davitt called together a few trusted 


Irishmen whom he told the plans 
which he and several others 
had formed for the aelivery of 


Ireland from landlordism. The plans were 
discussed at length, and the Irishmen sat in 
his room all that night and the next morning 
discussing the pians. That they would be 
successful if carried out no one of those 
present doubted, and those few Irishmen 
went away from the hotel filied with the 
thoughts of a great work to be accom- 
plished. How well those plans have 
succeeded can only be known by the progress 
the Irishmenin Ireland have made towards 
ridding themselves of landlordism. Michael 
Davitt returned to Ireland and among the 
tenantry assiduously spread the new doctrine. 
It was taken up by the different land 
leaguers, and the movement was at once re- 
ceived with the greatest approval 
This is what the plan was. Armed resistance 
was not to be countenanced, but was to be 
suppressed. The resistance was to be moral. 
They were to refuse to pay their rent and then 
expected as a natural consequence to be 
evicted. When they were evicted the plan 
was then for them to go to some 
other place, where huts would be built 
for thelr accommodation. In these cases 
frequently the whole tenantry would be re- 
moved from an estate, and there are now 
large numbers of farms which have not been 
occupied for three or four years, because 
when the tenants were ejected others would 
not take their places, 

In this movement the Irish-Americans came 
to the front. They raised money which they 
sent to their suffering countrymen and thus 
defrayed the expenses ofthe movement. In 
other instances a tenant would refuse to pay 
his rent and would be placedin prison. None 
followed him until an investigation was called 
for by Parliament and they had to turn them 
out. There are about eighty-five men in Par- 
liament who 

ADVOCATE THE CAUSE 
of the Nationalists. These men, having no 
means of their own, receive from the Land 
League £1,500 per year. Some have small in- 
comes which reduce this sum and tne League 


pays out in all about $45,000 per year 
to them. in other ways the money is 
used and used to good advantage. The 


principal objects which the League is now 
working for is the dissolution of Parliament, 
home rule and freedom for the Irishmen. 

The plan of the land leaguers is entirely 
different from those of the Clan-na-Gael or 
the Fenians and their organizations have no 
con nection.

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MANSFIELD KING’S STORY 


TOLD TO-DAY AT THE FOUR COURTS, 
WHERE HE WAS A PRISONER, 


He Says He Murdered a Man in Perry, Rallis 
County, Mo., Seven Years Ago, Tried te 
Rob His Uncle, Was Haunted by Ghosts 
and Made Two Attempts te Take His 
Own ‘Life—Is the Alleged Confession 
True? 


„Whatever the law does with me I'll take 
the consequences and be done with it.’’ 

The speaker was Mansfield King, who was 
arrested this morning by Officers Clark and 


Kelley, at Adolph Myer’s livery stable 
on Sixth street and Park ave- 
nue, where he came to get $65 


for a horse which he stole from Robert Pipkin 
of Sappington, St. Louis County, last Satur- 
day morning. He left the horse at the 
stable yesterday and was to come for 
his pay this morning. The officers were 
looking for the horse and captured him when 
he came for the money. He made 
a desperate struggle to get away, 
but Officer Clark pulled his revolver 
and stopped him. He was then brought to 
the Station, where he told the officer that he 
had killed aman. A POST-DISPATCH reporter 
went in to see him and got his story. 

Jam glad they have got me now. he said 
with a weary sigh. ‘‘I have thought lots of 
times I would give myself up, but I never did 
so. lam a murderer, a robber and athief.’’ 

„Seven years ago 1 was a young farmer 
living near Perry, Ralis County, Mo. I 
had to work hard formy living and thought 
I could make money in an easier way. 
One night I had ridden on horseback 
into Perry and there I sawa man named 
Carter, who lived about two miles from the 
town.

_ A SPLENDID SHOWING IN THE MORTALITY 
-- RECORD OF THE PRINCIPAL CITIES. 


A Man With a Grievance Enliveus Matters 
at the City Hall—The Improvement of 
Lafayette Avenue and Morgan Street— 
Frolicsome Delegates—O 
New Assembly Session—C 


St. Louis isthe healthiest of the large cities 
in the United States. This is the conclusion 
of the Health Department, based upon the 
actual reports of the Health Departments of 
the country for the months of January, 
February and March. Dr. Seward A. 
Finney, of the Record Department of 
the Health Commissioner’s office this morn- 
ing completed a report which will 
be sent to the Mayor with the annual state- 
ment of the Health Commissioner. The 
statement has been most carefully compiled 
and the showing is most gratifying tothe 
city. There were during the quarter 2,019 
deaths reported, which made the mortuary 
rate on the basis of 450,000 only 17.90 per thous- 
and. If the estimate was made on a Dasis 
of 500,000, whichisa reasonable estimate of 
the present population of the city, the show- 
ing would be much better. Making all allow- 
ances forthe increased population of other 
cities, and after close figuring on the actual 
returns oftheir health departments, the fol- 
lowing averages per thousand are found:

The Board of Public Improvements held a

A Frsposed Tenement Inspection Law. 


Chief Sanitary Officer Francis is preparing 
to urge on the Assembly the necessity of pass- 
ing a rigorous ordinance for the regulation of 
tenement houses. A couple of months 


he made à personal ingpection 
100 tenemonts in the district 
bounded by Sixth and Twelfth streets, 
Franklin and Cass avenues, and found but 
thirty of them in anything like a clean and 
presentable condition. He favors an ordin- 
ance to prevent the crowding of these builld- 
ings with families and will compel the owners 
them in thorough repair 
a cleanly condition. He 
the New York tenements

notice to the owner or agent and some of 
them are required to vacate. To insure good 
sanitary conditions in and about these bulld- 
ings a strict inspection ordinance, he argues, 
must necessarily be enacted.

The Committee on Streets of the Board of 
Public Improvements is in session this after- 
noon trying to determine what ma- 
terial to use for the reconstruction 
of!Lafayette avenue from Mississippi to Grand 
avenues. It isthe intention of the board to 
improve the theroughfare without delay.

HE IS QUALIFIED TO RUN FOR CONGRESS 
IN THE EIGHTH DISTRICT. 


The Groundless Report Spread That He 
Could Not Be a Candidate Because He 
Had Given Up His Residence at the 
Time of the Granite Meuntain Tax 
Squabble—Why Kern Is Sore—Political 
News. 


Ever since the name of Charles D. McLure 
has been mentioned in connection with tbe 
Democratic nomination for Congress in the 
Ninth District, the other aspirants for that 
honor have been apprehensive that they 
might have in him another, and a formidable 
adversary. Mr. McLure has not said that he 
is a candidate, but neither has he denied that 
he is likely to be, andthe avowed candidates 
and their friends therefore are counting 
him as a factor in the _ race. To-day 
while some friends of ex-Congressman 
O'Neill were discussing the pros- 
pective contest in the Highth District 
the assertion was made that Mr. McLure 
could not secure the nomination, because he 
was nota resident of St. Louls, having re- 
moved his residence to Montana at the time 
the Granite Mountain mine shareholders had 
the difficulty with the Board of Assessors. 
This objection made a forcible impression, 
one of the gentlemen took the troubleto as- 
certain the facts and made them known to a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter. In the first place 
the only qualifications necessary for a man to 
serve as a Representative are: That he shall 
be 25 years of age; that he shall have lived in 
the United States seven years, and be an in- 
habitant of the State in which he runs. 
Mr. MeLure, while technically changing 
his place of residence, has never 
gone away from St. Louis to live, and at pres- 
ent js not only an inhabitant but a large tax- 
payer. The State Board of Equalization, 
when the matter of taxing the stock owned by 
the Granite Mountain Mine shareholders came 
before it, decided that no tax should be im- 
posed bere for the reason that one had to be 
paid in Montana, and as soon as this decision 
was given, the principal stockhoiders, who 
had changed their residence from St: Louis to 
various places, again became residents of 


this city. It will thus be seen that there is 
sbsolutely nothing in the objection which was 
raised against Mr. McLure’s candidacy. 

The report that Mr. MeLure could not run 
on the grounds mentioned above had been, it 
was learned, circulated quietly, but rather 
extensively around in the Eighth District, and 
the publication of the facts will therefore do 
away with any misappreaension which may 
bave arisen on this point. There is undoubt- 
edly a great deal of interest being taken in 
the Eighth District In the Congressional con- 
test, especially in Democratic circles. The 
candidates mentioned most prominently are:

THE NEAGLE DECISION. 


All the Judges of the United States Su- 
preme Court held that NEAGLE was enti- 


| tled to an acquittal and discharge after 


killing Terry to protect Judge Fi. 
The only difference of opinion was as to 
whether the Federal or the State Courts 
had jurisdiction to acquit him. 

Chief Justice FuLtER and Justice La- 
MAR united in a dissenting opinion, in 
which they took the ground that NEAGLE’s 
authority to kill TeRRyY, and bis official 
obligation to do so, were just such as the 
Sheriff of the county or any bystander 
might have acted on if present, and that 
therefore he was to be tried for it just as 
the bystander or Sheriff would have been 
tried, by the State Courts, and just as 
TERRY would have been tried if he had 
killed a Judge of the Supreme Court any- 
where except in some spot under the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the United States, 
All the Judges agreed that the United 
States Courts had no jurisdiction or au- 
thority over the crime of murder com- 
mitted in a State, even when a United 
States Judge was the victim. 

But the majority of the court held that 
although the Federal Courts could not 
have tried and punished TERRT for mur- 
dering FIELD, or NEAGLE for murdering 
TERRY, ifitwas murder, yet they had 
authority to acquit NEAGLE, if they found 
he was acting necessarily and properly in 
accordance with his duty as an officer of 
the United States. ; 

On the point that he was so acting the 
majority held that his discharge by the 
Federal Court was valid and deprived the 
State court of any jurisdiction over the 
official act for which he was indicted. 
There was no dispute among the Supreme 
Court Justices us to the propriety of the 
act. They differed only as to whether or 
not it was an official act performed under 
authority derived from United States 
laws. , 


TOO MUCH COMPULSION. 

The issue which gave the Democrats their 
surprising victory.in Milwaukee was not 
on the question whether the State or the 
churches shall have control of the public 
schools. The Bennett law of Wiseonsin 
presented a very different issue. It pro- 
posed that State power should invade 
private and denominational schools and 
forcibly compel the pupils thereof to at- 
tend the public schools, if the instruction 
in the private schools was not in English. 

There is merit in compulsory education 
up to a reasonable extent, but it is going 
too far when it forbids parents to educate 
their childrer in their own way and at 
their own expense. People who cheerfully 
pay their share of taxes to support the 
public schools, and who are both able and 
willing to pay for private tuition, have 
certainly as good a right as the State 
Legislature to prescribe the studies which 
their children shall or shall not be forced 
to take up. Some parents have serious 
objections to one part of the public school 
curriculum, some to another part, and we 
do not see what harm can come to the 
State from permitting parents to have ab- 
solute control of the education of their 
own children when they are able end 
willing to give them a liberal education at 
their own expense. 

The preservation and success of the 
commen school system de not call for any 
hostile legislation against private and de- 
nominational sehcols maintained by vol-

The important Washington dispatch given 
in to-day’s paper declaring that there will be 
no tariff bill passed this session comes from 
a most reliable source and is the result of 
conference with party leaders in Washington 
who have decided the policy of the 
party and who are abundantly able to enforce 
it. 

There will be no new tariff bill passed this 
Session, and the business interests of the 
country should know it. The leaders of the 
party that controls the whole legisiat iv 
power of the Government, would pass a new 
tariff bill if they could; but they cannot pass 
one because of their complicatians between 
trusts which paid for promised increase of 
taxes and the revolting people who must pay 
the taxes. 

There is now but one way of escape,and that 
but a temporary escape, for the party in 
power, and that is in not passing any tariff 
billatall. The inexorable demands of the 
political speculators who paid, in campaign 
contributions, the price of increased taxes on 
the people, compel the party leaders to in- 
crease taxes on many necessaries of life, and 
the universal protegt of the taxpayers halts 
them in fulfilling these contracts. Faith with 
the boodlers wiil be kept by reporting the Me- 
Kinley bill, and the angry protests of the peo- 
ple will be tempered by defeating the bill. 


Censusirg Gone Daft.

It is the intention of the Census Burean this 
year to have canvassers ask a number of 
grossly impertinent questions, such, for ex- 
ample, as whether the person interrogated 
has any acute or chronic disease, and if so 
what disease it is, 

Apart from its impertinence this sort of in- 
quisition is absurd and even idiotic. No 
statistical.result of any possible value can 
flow from it, first because the majority of 
people afflicted with acute or chronic diseases 
will not give correct answers to the question, 
and secondly because they cannot, 

Statistics which are not accurate are mis- 
chieyvously misleading. They officially certity 
lies. They establish falsehood as the founda- 
tion of inductive inference. They are alto- 
gether bad and hurtful, aud in this case no 
other sort of statistics can by possibility 
result. 


New York’s Home Market. 
From the New York Post. 

The annual reportof the State Assessors, 
submitted to the Senate last night, shows the 
decline of agriculture in this State to be pro- 
ceeding at a steady pace. Inthis particular 
New York may be said already to have joined 
company with her New England neighbors. 
The Assessors’ brief but sufficient summary 
of the particular returns by counties is as fol- 
ows: 

There continues to be a marked deprecia- 
tion in the value of farm lands in nearly every 
county and the depression among the fariners 
continues, while the prospect of improvement 
isnot good. Many assert that after paying 
expenses they cunnot realize from their farms 
sufficient to pay the interest on mortgages, 
and eonséquently thousands of farms are fall - 
ing into the hands of mortgagees.’’

A MINORITY VICTORY. 


The Libel Case of Ksber vs. the Evangeli- 
cal Publishing Co. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 15.—The case of 
Esher vs. the Evangelical Publishing Co. was 
called for trial yesterday iv the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Eastern District of 
Pennsvivania. The case is but part ot the 
general fight now going on between the ma- 
jority,or foreign party, of the church, headed 
by Bishops Esher and Bowman, and the 
minority, or American party, headed by 
Bishop Duba. The plaintif® is the son of 
Bishop Esher and the son-in-iaw of Bishop 
Bowman, and brought this action of libel last 
fall by reason of several articles which ap- 
peared in the Evangelical, the organ of the 
minority, in reply to certain articles which he 
had pudlished, commenting on the former 
church trial of the Rev. H. K. Hartzier, editor 
of the Fvangelical. The articles complained of 
had accused the plaintiff of falsehood, slanders 
and so forth. The defense pieaded justitica- 
tion, that is that the articies complained of 
weile true. When the court convened a week 

plaintiff moved tor a continuance 
the ground that certain evidence 
could not be secured from Germany in 
time for the trial. Defendants resisted the 
motion and pressed for trial and offered 
to admit any facts which plaintiff expected 
to preve by the witnesses from Germany. 
The court refused to continue the case and It 
came up for trial yesterday. The plaintiff, 
however, did not put in an appearance and 
the court entered a non-suit, This puts the 
cost ofthe case on the plaintiff, and as the 
defendant hada great number of witnesses, 
who came from Chicago, Cleveland and other 
distant points, these will amount to several 
thousand dollars. This is the first time that 
the troubies in the Evangelical Association 
have gotin the courts and the result is con- 
sidered a decisive victory by the minority 
party, 


THE NEW YORK PRESBYTERY. 


Election of Delegates Known to Be in 
Favor of Revision. 


New YorK, April 15.—The New York Pres- 
bytery met yesterday in the Scotch Presbyte- 
rian Churehin West Fourteenth street, to 
elect officers and to appoint delegatesto the 
General Assembly, whieh will meet at Sara- 
toga on May 15, for final decision on the ques- 
tion of revision of the confession of faith.

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Tux con OF APPEALS ON ASSESSMENTS 
ane IN BENEVOLENT SOCIETIES. : 


What Might Result From a Leniency in En- 
forcing the Laws of the Order—A Deci- 
sion of Much Interest—Other Rulings of 
the Court—Legal News and Notes. 


Secret societies and benevolent organiza- 
tions generally will be interested in reading a 
Gecision rendered by Judge Rombauer of the 
Court of Appeals this morning on the manner 
of sending out notices of assessments. 

Martin ©. Hefferman joined Lafayette 
Council, No. 392,American Legion of Honor, 
February 4, 1889, and died June 28, 1889, owing 
two assessments of 48 cents each, numbered 
158 and 154. His mother and sister delguged 
to the same soelety, but to different lodges, 
and generally paid Michael’s dues. 
They lived at 1924 Cass avenue, 
and’ the mornlng after Michael’s 

ath a notice was found under the door 
@irected to 1922 Cass avenue. The evening 
before, at a meeting of the lodge, Heffernan 
was declared to be inarrears, and his name 
was sent to the Supreme Couneil for suspen- 
sion. Miss Heffernan tried to pay the duss 
after her brother’s death, but the 
collector would not acceptit. Mre. Johanna 
Heffernan entered suit against the Supreme 
Council for $2,000, the amount of the death 
benefit. She obtained judgment in Judge 
Valliant’s court, and the council ap- 
pealed on the ground that the 
court had erred in admitting evidence 


of Heffernan’s conditional promise to comply 
with the rules and pay assessments when bis 
policy was an absolute promise. Also that 
evidence was admitted which was irrelevent. 
After reviewing the facts in the case very fully 
Judge Rombauer says: 

HE DECISION.? 

„We have set out the facts fully in this 
case because we deem the proposition of law 
involved of vital importance to associations 
of this class, which furnish a safe mode of 
insuranee to avast numberof people of limited 
means, and which depend for their 
usefulness almost exclusively upon an intel- 
ligent view and application of their peculiar 
laws. The rights of members once acquired 
should not be forfeited except for 
causes clearly within the contem- 

lation of the contract we concede. 

mn the other hand itis essential that the 
rights of the angregate society should not be 
frittered away by matters purely technical. 
If the view entertained by the trial court is to 
prevail, any number of members although not 
only awareof the fact, that an assessment 
is payable, but notified in due time in writing, 
by the proper officers of the association, 
of the time and place of payment re- 
quired und of the consequences of 
non-payment, may decline to pay ail such as- 
Sessments, Without giving the society any 
notice whatever of their ground of refusal, 
their beneficiaries may years afterwards, in 
case of death, recover out of a fund, 
to which the member has never 
contributed simply because notice 
Was not under seal of the order or did not 
contain the collector’s stamp. It must be 
borne in mind that although in this instance 
the member died the same month in which he 
failed to pay these assessments, under the 
declaration of law made by the court the 
same result would follow if he had 
DIED YEARS AFTERWARDS 
and had paid no ‘assessments whatever for 
years. he trial court in its rulings relied 
upon Seibert vs. Chosen Friends, 23 Mo. App., 
age 268, and Stewart against Supreme Council 
6, Mo. App., page 319. In the Siebert case, 
there was no evidenve of any service of 
the notice, and no evidence whatever of any 
waiver by usage, rules or custom, as to the 
mode or form of notice prescribed. The 
naked question for decision was whether 
knowledge on the part of a member that an 
assessment had been laid,dispensed with proof 
of any notice, or in other words was conclu- 
sive evidence of notice. Judge Lewis held 
that upon these facts a jury might infer that 
Mrs. Seibert did or that she did not receive 
the proper notice without paying atten- 
tion to the proofs, and that it is es- 
sential to our jury system that jurors 
may adopt the most highly improbable 
of several hypotheses properly submitted to 
them, and yet their verdict must be judicially 
permitted to stand, however unsatis- 
factory to other minds,’’ thus 
~aeciding in effect that the jurors’ 
faliure to infer notice from knowledge, 
was a finding against tne weight of evidence. 
In the Stewart case, we pointedly said that we 
cannot concede, that where the uniform 
usage of a society with which all its members 
are familiar has given to the 
word ‘‘notify’’ a different meaning, personal 
notice is still indispensable. We also held in 
that case that there was evidence tending to 
show thatthe uniform usage of the society 
and its members dispensed with personal no- 
tice and the weight of that evidence was a 
question for the jury. There was ev <ience 
tending to show a waiver on tle part 
of Hugh Stewart of versonal notice, and that 
question was one for the jury as the contract 
was solely between himand the association. 
Weare aware of no principle which would 
enable us to distinguish between a waiver of 
the mode of service and a waiver of the form 
ot notice. Now 
IN THE OASE AT BAR 
the festimony is uncontradicted that none of 
the notices ever given to any member of this 
council were in strict compliance with the 
laws of the order, in this, that none of them 
were either under the seal of the coun 
cil or contained the Collector's stam 
and it is equally uncontradl 
thatall the members, not only of this council, 
but other councils belong! to ths order, 
including the beneficiary herself, dia tor 
years treat these notices, a6 the notices 
the only notices to which they 
led, . «ithough pre- 
that the aws of 
order required a notice under 
seal, so that there was ample evidence ofa 
question of waiver, and the court erred by 
withdrawing from its own consideration that 
question as it appears by its declaration 
of law. I the court as a trier 
of facts had . found that no timely 
notice of any sort was given to Martin Heffer- 
nan of these two assessments we would not 
be justified to disturb its verdict nor can 
we, ou the other hand, sustain 
the verdict, because in an opinion 
the weight of the evidence is to that effect, 
since we can not make a finding of facts upon 
n and thereby usurp the 
rovince of a jury. 
Pe The views . expressed lead to a re- 
versal of the judgment. In remanding the 
case we may add that evidence of a 
custom to induce suspended members 
to apply for reinstatement was irrelevant to 
the issues of this case, and should on its 
retrial be excluded. The admission of 
irrelevant testimony may not have an effect 
whenever the cause is tried by the court, but 
may become highly prejudicial when it is 
tried before a jury. The case is reversed and 


remanded.’’ 
AMERICAN THEATERS. 


What Mr. Wyndham Thinks Is Their Chief 
Fault. 


Mr. Charles Wyndam has returned to Lon- 
don. A representative of the Pall Mall Bud- 
get called upon him in that quaint little office 
of his atthe upper corner of Waterloo place, 
which he has had fitted up exactly up like a 
saloon cabin on one of the great ocean liners.

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ny woich exists in all American breasts. Ifa 
man wants to go to the tneater he wants to 
to the best place; if he oan’t afford that, he 
won't go at all. The consequence is that 
theaters there are built with the whole of the 
floor of the auditorium covered with seats 
at price, say 6 shillings; and 
it is a common — to see this 
art quite full with the alconies empty. 
Vet with this part filled the theater is 
on a good paying basis. This is one and the 
chief reason why theatrical ventures pay bet- 
ter in America than they do here. An entire 
floor filied with ee seats is better than 
ten or a dozen rows of half-guinea seats and 
the remainder at 2 shillings. The system 
would never work in England, though. But 1 
am not telling you why I consider thisa 
drawback. In order to accommodate a large 
number of people on one floor the area of the 
auditorium has to be very large, and yon may 
be able to imagine what a strain it is 
physically and mentally to try to make 
cole evident in delicate comedy to 
people who actually have to lean over the 
seats in frontof them even to hear what fs 
said. Yet they won't go and sit in the bal- 
cony; no, indeed, they want to sit in the best 
thut is, the most expensive—part of the 
house, or not sit anywhere. The great fault 
of American theaters is that they are 
large for comedy, but I believe that the Amer- 
icans are beginning to appreciate this, and 
that soon they wil! build houses especially for 
the purpose of producing that olass of play. 
It is the same with their hotels; they are 
beginning to tire of those huge caravanserals 
which they have bulitall over the country, 
and here and there are now erecting smaller 
and more cosy and comfortable hotels where 
one does not have to imagine oneself lost in a 
wilderness ora jungle every time he leaves 
his room. 


ENGLAND’S VAST EMPIRE. 


Striking Facts and Figures Most Strikingly 
Presented. 


„ Under the auspices of the Institute of Bank 
ers, Mr. J. Scott Keltie, librarian of the Royal 
Geographical Society of London, recently de- 
livered, at the London Institute, Finsbury 
Circus, the third course of four lectures on 
he ‘‘Commercial Geography. 

The lecturer stated that, including every 
scrap of land over which we had any claim— 


the mother country, India, and her feudatory 
states, the colonies, protectorates,and spheres 
of influence—the area of the empire was prob- 
ably not less than 10,000,000 square miles— 
very nearly one-fiftn of the whole land area 
ofthe globe. It was nealy three times the 
size of Europe; 1.500,000 square miles larger 
than the whole ofthe Russian empire in Eu- 
rope and Asia; ten times the size of the Ger- 
man empire at home and abroad; eight mill- 
ion square miles more than the whole of the 
French dominions, even including Madagas- 
car; and just about a million less than the 
area of Africa. 

On this immense area there lived and 
worked something like 350,000,000 people, em- 
bracing almost every type of humanity under 
the sun. Thus, of the total population of the 
globe, about one-fourth or one-fifth 
were our follow- eit lzens. An agri- 
cultural country could never support 
5 very dense population, and in 80 
small a country as ours, could never nave 
much surpius capital ior great enterprises, or 
surplus inhabitants for purposes of coloniza- 
tion. Ourcoaiand our fron had, toa great 
extent, been the making of us, and had en- 
abled us to avail ourselves of our geographical 
advantages. The total value of our trade had 
grown enormously within the last thirty 
years. In 1860 imports and exports together 
amounted to 865,000,000 pounds sterling; in 
1889 their value was 740,000,000 pounds. Our 
imports thirty years ago were Valued at 210,- 
000,000 pounds sterling, now they were 427,- 
000,000 pounds; our exports thirty years ago 
were 164,000,000 pounds sterling, now they 
were 313,000,000 pounds. 

About 40 percent of our imports consisted 
of food products and about 8 per cent of raw 
materials of various kinds to be used, directly 
or indirectly, for manufacturing purposes, 
partly for our own consumption, but largely 
alsofor being exported in a manufactured 
state. Over 60 percentof the raw material 
consisted mainly of raw cotton and raw wool, 
which were manufactured into textile mate- 
rials, to be exported to all parts ot the world. 
Nearly one-haifof our exports of home prod- 
uce consisted of fabrics of raw materials in 
various stages of manufacture. Cotton man- 
ufactures and yarn alone amounted to some- 
what less than one-third of the total exports, 
while metals in various stages of manufacture 
(including machinery) amounted to some- 
what less than one-fourth. Our great raw 
export, coal, formed only about one-seven- 
teeuth part of our exports of home produce. 

The relative importance of the mother 
country, so far as size.and population were 
concerned, compared with the rest of the 
empire, might be seen from the fact that of 
the 10,000,000 square miles only 121,000 be- 
longed to the United Kingdom. The popula- 
tion of the mother country was to-day close 
on 38,000,000, or just about one~eighth part of 
the whole of her majesty’s subjects. The 
whole trade of the empire might be valued, 
imports and exports, at about £1,200,000,000, 
of which about 68 per cent was the 
share of the mother country, leaving just 32 

er cent to the vast remainder of the empire. 

r. Keitle then dwelt in detail on the com- 
mercial, strategical and geographical features 
of the empire beyond the seas. On the whole, 
he said, we were fortunate in our colonial em- 
pire—much more fortunate than France or 
Germany, Portugal or Spain, who, except 
France, had very little beyond the tropics. © 

The proportions of our colonial empire,too 
were well adapted to our Wants. die ha 
stated that the total trade ofthe empire might 
be estimated at about ons Dillion and two 
bundred millions pounds sterling annu- 
ally. That w juss one-haif of the 
trade of all foreign ¢Suntries put together. 
Ot tue 1,200,008, unds sterling we must 
credit 460, 000 , 000 pounds sterling to that por- 

of the empire beyond ourshores. Of 
theae 460,000,000 pounds sterling about 170,- 
900, 000 pounds belonged to the 7,000,000 odd 
uare miles of what we called colonies of set- 
tlement, with their population of 10,000,000, 
mostiy whites. The remaining 290,000,000 
pounds sterling must be credited to the trop- 
ical and sub-tropical possessions, which coy- 
ered only about 2,700,000 square miles, but 
with a population of some 300, 000, 000, 
among whom was only a sprinkling of whites. 
Of the 290,000,000 pounds sterling of trade alot- 
ted to tropical possessions, about 180,000,000 
pounds sterling belonged to our great Indian 
empire. About five-sixths of India’s imports 
of merchandise came from us, while of India’s 
own produce about three-eighths came to the 
United Kingdom. 

Whatever habitable parts of the earth were 
avallable for European settlement had fallen 
to the lot of English-speaking peoples, and 
among them we must reckon the United 
States, which we could not treat as a foreign 
country,and which did an annual trade of $300,- 
000,000, of which $90,000,000 was with the old 
mother country, whointbis matter stood far 
ahead of all others. In commerce, as in some 
other things, blood counted for something. 
Whether our colonies remained attached to 
us or whether the larger ones—which now 
managed their own affairs—might, like the 
United States, set up for themselves, the 
future alone could tell. Whatever form it 
might take, however, he thought that in the 
interest of commerce as much as for senti- 
mental reasons we ought to stick together. 
The spread of our race on the face of the 
earth, the enterprise of our explorers and 
adventurers had helped to give us predomi- 
nence in the commercial as it had done in the 
political world. 

In one torm or another the Eoglish lan- 
guage was the medium of communication for 
something like 400,000,000 people—nearly one- 
third of the population of the earth, and 
some wWwno tried to forecaste the future 
thoughtit might yet become the universal 
language. When we remember that more 
than one-fourth of the whole trade of the 
United Kingdom was with the rest of the em- 
pire, it was 3 our interest to do all we 
consistently could to promote that commerce, 
and to encourage the development of our 
colonies and the judicious extension of the 
British sphere, As yet our colonies could not 
do without us. One means among others of 
enabling us to keep our place with so many 
powerful rivals in the fleld was tu acquire a 
knowledge of the geographical conditions 
which bore on the interests of commerce.

A FAMILY AFFAIR, 


IN WHICH ASSISTANT PROSECUTING ATTOR- 
NEY DIEKKES REFUSED TO TAKE PART- 


Serious Allegations Made by a Husband in 
Support of a Plea for a Warrant Against 
Riis Wife and Pointedly Denied by the 
Weoman—Ne Warrant on a Husband’s 
Complaint, 


X-POLICEMAN THOS. 
HEFFERNAN called at 
the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney’s office 
and applied for a war- 
rant against his wife, 
charging her with biga- 
my. He claimed that 
she had four husbands 
living, but as the law 
requires that a warrant 
for bigamy must be 
taken out within three 
years of the last mar- 
riage, and five years 
have elapsed since Hef- 
fernan married the 
woman, Mr. Dierkes 
refused his request, 
stating that the statute 
barred the prosecution. Heffernan then 
wanted a warrant against his wife for 
adultery, accusing her of living with a man to 
whom she is not married. He was told that 
he would have to get some other person to 
swear to any criminal information against his 
wife except in cases of assault committed on 
himself. P 
THE EX-POLICEMAN 
ciaims that he has looked up the records at 
he Re corder’s office and Circuit Clerk’s, and 
has learned that his wife was married 
four times without having ever been 
divorced from any of her husbands, all of 
whom, he alleges, are living. He says her 
maiden name was Katharine Schaefer, and 
that she comes from Freeburg, Ill. On No- 
vember 20, 1870, she married Adam Oari Win- 
terbauer, and Heffernan avers that the latter 
fe still alive and resides at St. Mary's, Mo. 
According to Heffernan’s story, the woman 
next married Ernest Weisenborn, on Septem- 
ber 10, 1878. Heffernan says this husband 
left here for awhile and lived in California, 
but he returned again and the ex-policeman 
states that he thinks the man !s somewhere in 
this city at present. On September 29, 1875, 
she was married for a third time, Heffer- 
man claims. He says she married a 
man named Johh Tembuch, who went 
however by the names of Buch and Busch. 
He married her, so Heffermanavers, under an 
assumed name, and he resides in Carondelet. 


Hefferman himself married the woman in the 
year 1885. He says he intends getting some- 
one to swear to information charging her with 
adultery. 
MRS. HEFFERNAN 

was found at work at the boarding-house kept 
by her at No. 113 South Sixth street. She 
clalmed she was never married but twice, in 
1870 to Winterbauer, and in 1885 to Heffernan. 
After living for five years with Winterbauer, 
she says, they separated. Shestarted suit for 
divorce, but dropped it on account of lack of 
meansto carry it on. He afterward mar- 
ried at Pilot Knob and died there on 
March 4, 1887. Although she married Heffer- 
nan nearlytwo years previous to the otber 
husband’s death, Mrs. Heffernan says she did 
not think she was * of any wrong, as the 
other husband had been married then fora 
number of years to a second wife. She says 
she now has an application in for Winter- 
bauer’s pension. The other wife has also 
filed papers for a pension on his death, but 
Mrs. Heffernan says she is informed that 
the second wife is not entitled to it 
as he married her without having obtained a 
divorce, which invalidates the marriage. 
Mrs. Heffernan denies all knowledge of any 
Ernest Welsenborn whom she la accused of 
having wedded in 1873. She says she lived 
with Winterbauer uhtil 1875 and never knew 
anyone named Welsenborn. After separating 
from Winterbauer, she says she went to 
housekeeping for John George Buch and was 
his housekeeper for nearly five years. 
Buch was an assumed name, but his 
right name is not Tembuch sheclaims, and 
she willnot divulge it as he had to leave 
Germany on account of some trouble and 
does not want his real name known. Al- 
though she was known as Mrs. Buch she says 
she was never married to the man. 
She denies Heffernan’s charges that she is 
now living with another man and ciaims the 
ex-patrolman wants to return to live with 
her. Heffernan wasan excelent officer while 
on the police force, but his domestic troubles 
finally resulted in trouble with the depart- 
ment. 


TWO TRAINS coLLIDE. 


A Fireman Killed in a Wreck On the C. & A. 
at Mexico, Mo. 


A collission occurred on the Chicago & Al- 
ton between a freight and passenger 
train at 2:15 o’clock this morn- 
lug seventeen miles east of Mexico, Mo. 
The train from Kansas City was crowded with 
passengers, but none of them were hurt. 
The engineer of the passenger saw the 
headlight and immediately reversed his en- 
gine and put on the air brakes. He 
brought his engine down but 
did not succeed in stopping it, 
Before the crash came the engineers and fire- 
men jumped. Three of them were pretty 
badiy shaken up, but the fireman of the 
freight jumped too late and was 
buried under the wreck of his engine.

Brarzil’s New Flag. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

Senhor Antonio da Fontoura Xavier, the 
Brazilian Cousul at Baltimore, yesterday re- 
celved from his home government the new 
national flag of the United States of the Re- 
public of Brazil, which will also serve as his 
Consular flag, and which will be raised for the 


first time over nis Consular office, 806 Second 
street, on April 21. That day is the anniver- 
sary ofthe execution of J. Joaquim da Silva 
Xavier, the first Brazilian martyr, who 
made an unsuccessful attempt about 
a century ago to deliver his 
country from the yoke of the Portuguese. It 
is the intention in Brazil to make this day the 
national holiday of the new republic. The 
flag is of green color with a large yellow los- 
enge, inthe center of which is a blue sphere, 
Crossing the sphere is a white ribbon inscribed 
„Orden e Progresso’’ in green letters. The 
sphere represents the Southern sky. Twenty 
white stars below the ribbon, indloating the 
twenty States, are arranged in the form of the 
specific Southern constellations, the cross 
andthe scorpion, while another larger star 
above the ribbon is intended to symbolize 
the capital—Rio de Janeiro. The design is 
thoroughly emblematic, and in its arrange- 
ment shows great thought.

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ro ENJOY A VACATION. 
That Is, if You Are Fond of Outdoor Fun 


Hints From an Old Athiete. 
From the New York Sun. 

At least one-third of the half million New 
Yorkers who take a summer vacation of sev- 
eral weeks every year devote their time to out- 
door sports. They don’t run races or swim or 
row for prizes. They simply have the good 
luck to know that It pays to work hard phys! 
cally. There is one great drawback to the! 


enjoyment, Their enthusiasm is so great that 
they make themselves sore and stiff at their 
,favorite pastimes. Frequently it happens 
that the man who takes a couple of weeks at 
anything from tennis to roughing it in the 
woods finds out to his regret that he has got 
into good trim just about the time he must 
ack up and go back to his desk. This article 
8 to give a few bits of advice to outdoor men 
and women so that they can enjoy their vaca- 
tions as much on the first day as en the last. 

Most persons imagine that itis necessary to 
go through along and formidable period of 

training in order to get into fairly good trim, 
They are mistaken. One hour’s work in the 
day three or four times a week will keep even 
a crack athlete in such good shape that witha 
little D he can perform bis favorite 
feats in his best style. The ordinary man who 
merely wants to enjoy his summer outing 
needs not do nearly so much work as the ath- 
lete. It is easy to tee that if a man works a 
set ot muscles violently that have long lain 
idie the effect is bound to be unpleasant for 
him. The great thing is to bring one’s self 
into such physical fitness that a little extra 
work is really a pleasure. Old athletes know 
this well. Editor William 8. Curtis of the 
Spirit of the Times, Harry Buermeyer, the ama- 
teur fighter, Lon Myers, the phenomenal run- 
ner and hnndreds of other men whose names 
used to be great among the athletes, are 
always in such condition that a 20-mile walk 
or a 10-mile row, ora couple of hours at base 
ball is a treat to them. They don’t deserve 
much credit for this. As athletes they got 
Into the habit of taking care of themselves, 
and now it iseasierfor them to go on than 
stop doing 80. 

For the ordinary citizen to get himself into 
this happy state it ien’t necessary for him to 
be or to have been an athlete. If his vital or- 
gans are in fairly good order and he isn’ta 
cripple he can easily keep himself ready to 
have lots of fun ata moment’s notice. If he 
has access to a gymnasium, go much the bet- 
ter. Ofcourse, any one with an iron will like 
Bismarck or Dr. Mary Walker can go off in a 
corner at home and push dumb bells and ewing 
clubs often enough to stay iu fine fettle. Such 
people as these need no advice; they are a law 
unto themselves. Buttake the man who is a 
member of an athletic club, and can make it 
convenient to drop inat the gymnasium two 
or threetimes a week, or his equally fortunate 
fellow who has paid $8 a month toa gymna- 
sium owner for the same privilege. Say, for 
example, that he is going to spend his vaca- 
tion at the seashore. He will find it three 
times pleasanter toswim or row if his wind 
and muscles are used to a moderate strain. 
Then, too, the outdoor exercise will do him 
more good. He need not do a great deal of 
preparatory work. Let him use the chest 
weights and the rowing machine each five 
minutes—no nonsense, but good brisk exer- 
cise—every time he visits the gymnasium. 
Also let him jog a mile gently the last 
thing before he takes his bath and rub- 
down. This is really — — igi 
for the summer campaign, if followed reg - 
ularly, When he takes his first swim he won’t 
be forced to roll over on his back, puffing Nke 
a porpoise and with his heart battering bis 
ribs after he has swum twenty strokes. His 
first row will not make his hands raw and bis 
wrists ache and his back feel as if lumbago 
had claimed him for its own. He will enjoy his 
outing keenly and take ten times as much of 
it, and without a bit of unpleasant after 
effect, all because of his preliminary training. 

The great trouble is, that when the averace 
citizen is turned loose in a gymnasium he is 
anxious to perform feats that would make 
Samson ask for help. The smaller he is the 
more likély hewill be to engage in awful 
combat with the 20-pound clubs or the 
75-pound dumb bells. No matter how 
big a man is, he had better let those Imple- 
ments alone and confine his efforts to having 
fun. If hedoes this intelligently he will get 
all the hard work he needs, and won't run any 
risk of hurting himself. The simplest and 
perhaps the best apparatus to be tound in any 
gymnasium is a ball of horse- hair about as big 
asaman’s headand covered with chamols or 
other leather. It weighs anywhere from five 
to eight pounds. Two or three or four men 
can work with this ballatthesametime. It 
may be thrown or pitched as a mere ball, put 
like a shot, passed IIke a foot-ball, or tossea 
like the old-fashioned caber. One or both 
hands may be used at this. There are fifty 
ways of exercising witb the ball. Quite atrick 
is to stand erect over it, grab it with the feet, 
and throw it up the back and forward over the 
head by a quick jump and a snap ot the legs 
from the knee down. New ways ot having 
sport with the ball will suggest themselves 
e George Golde, director of athlet - 
ics in the New York Athletic Club, thinks the 
ballis aboutthe best machine in his outfit. 
The swimmer, oarsman, boxer, foot-ball man, 
tennis — pet habitual base- ball performer, 
or acrobat can put himeelf in fine trim by us- 
ing it. There is hardly a muscle in the body 
the ball won’t exercise. 

Suppose you want to play tennis this sum- 
mer with that loveliest girl you ever met, or 
to out-serve, ont-mash, out volley, and other- 
wise maltreat the low wretch who is trying to 
win her affections from you. You haven’t 
time to practice at the net out of doors and to 
pull to help you to the indoor nets in the 
armories, or perhaps no companion to give 
you a bit of work once in a while. Go to the 
gymnasium and toss the ball. It wil limber 
your muscles from head to foot. Twing the 
three-pound clubs briskly—no loafing—and 
you will find that no siege of tennis can be 
long enough to wear out the wiry 
wrist you will have acquired. Then 
if besides this, yourun a quarter of a mile 
two or three times each day you visit the gym- 
nasium you will find that with a day or two on 
the tennis court you will play your very 
strongest game. It isn’t necessary to say here 
that all this applies to mere man and not to 
those great ones ofthe earth, the cup win- 
ners at tourneys. 

Men who are fond of summer life in the 
woods ought to work in the gymnasium at 
least a fow weeks before leaving town. Think 
What u difference it is bound to make in a 
man’s climbing and walking power, for ex- 
ample, if his heart and lunge have 
been strengthened ‘and his legs and 
arms toughened by three hours a 
week at the horizontal bar, the ball, 
the skipping rope and the ladders. The prao- 
tical advantage of having toughened one’s 
hands and wrists is alone worth the price of 
admission. Atleastone happy camp in the 
Adirendacks was broken up because Ralph 
and Jim and Harold found their hands still 
Dlistered, their backs aching and their legs 
cramped after three days. Even the amateur 
tars who go scooting up and down the Sound 
in catboats and sloops, handling their own 
wheels and hauling on theirown main sheets 
will find their enjoyment heightened and their 
discomforts diminished if they are wise 
enough to prepare themselves a little. 3 

It is positively dangerous for any one whose 
physical outfit is relaxed by long indolence to 
try to indulge in the violent sports he may 
have been proficient in ten oreven five years 
ago. A man’s sporting blood is apt to be more 
vigorous and his disinclination to be beaten 
at his pet game grows stronger as his ability to 
perform and endure grows less by lack of 
practice. Every one is tempted at vacation 
time to try to repeat some of his old triumphs 
at the oar or at the bat. Even pursy and 
white haired men of business or professions 
are prone to take off their coats and cry 
**come out!’’ to other young fellows fifteen 
or twenty years their junior who dare sneer at 
tales of their ancient prowess. Vacation time 
is full of pitfalls, Gentle reader, if ‘you are

MONEY MATTERS. 


Speculation Dull and Uns ttled—The Out- 
loek for the Coming Week. 


Messrs. Henry Clews & Co. of New York, in 
their weekly financial circular report specula- 
tion on the Stock Exchange as duiland un- 
settled. Mr. Gould’s intimation that Missourl 
Pacific would not be a party to any agreement 
that recognized the Union Pacific-Northwest 
combination was chiefly responsibie for this. 
Just what that gentleman’s purposes are, 
these tactics do not reveal; and they are all 
the more mysterious because it is probable 
that eventually not only the Union Pacific- 
Northwest, but also the Gould lines will settle 
down to some sort of an agreement, when the 
various parties interested realize the amount 
of valuable time and profit wasted by pro- 
longed dickering. There is undoubtedly an 


Sarnest desire among Western managers 
for more harmonious working re- 
lations between them, the prospects 


for which are materially strengthened by the 
present heavy pressure of traffic and the re- 
straint imposed upon unreasonable State in- 
terference by the recent decision of the Su- 

reme Court. Therefore, Mr. Gould may not 

e sincerely opposed to the formation ofthe 
proposed new association, but is simply con- 
tending for more. favorable terms. This nat- 
urally produces hesitation in the absence of 
further developments, as the tendency of the 
market might easily be affected by the course 
of these negotiations. Ultimately an agree- 
ment is probable, but while strong parties are 
standing aloof for terms, light-waisted opera- 
tors may easily suffer for their temerity. 

The money market has been in a more set- 
tled condition, the outlook now being for 
rising bank reserves and easier rates until 
after the middie of July. Collections are re- 
ported easier from some sections; and, while 
trade reports are not so uniformly encourag- 
ing as a few months ago, still there are no 
Important symptoms of overproduction, and 
business still continues on a steadily increas- 
ing scale, as demonstrated by railroad traffic 
and clearing-house returns. Speculation, 
however, is dull; and the mild winter has left 
certain trades,especially the woolen industry, 
in an usatisfactory condition.

WORKING-GIRLS’ CLUBS, 


A CONVENTION IN NEW YORK CITY AT- 
TENDED BY MANY DELEGATES. 


A New and Good Force in Human Affairs 
—The Society Formed By a Siik Worker 
in Gotham—Growth of the Organiza- 
tien—Heajthfal Recreation for the Fair 
Toilers—‘‘Live and Let Live. 


Ry Telegraph to the Posr-Drararcn. 

NRW YorK, April 15.—In this city to-day 
there will be a meeting of young women from 
many places, and the purpose of their con- 
vention will be the betterment of their own 
financial and social condition. Hundreds 
there will be, and the gathering marks the 
focus of thought by women workers in their 
own behalf. It will be the first convention of 
the kind ever held, and its work will consti- 
tute a new and a good force in human affairs. 
Six years ago a silk worker of this city 
went to a friend to consult with her 
about how her fellow-workers and friends 
could combine to command certain evening 
advantages. A little meeting was afterward 
called ather house on Tenth avenue and it 
was followed by other home gatherings. In 
six weeks sixty had pledged to inaugurate 
and support the first Working Girls’ Soolety 
or club in New York. From this small begin- 
ning there sprang up a flourishing society 
that gave birth to other societies both in New 


York and elsewhere, gradually spreading 
over more territory and increasing in 
reope and importance until now in New 


York alone there is a membership of 2,500 
women and the movement has arrived ata 
dignity that entitles it to a convention of its 
own. This convention of Working Girls“ So- 
cieties will be held three days. It will be hela 
under the auspices of the New York, Boston 
and Brooklyn Association of Working Girls’ 
Societies andthe Philadelphia New Century 
Working Women’s Society. 
ABOUT TWO HUNDRED DELEGATES 

are expected to be present from different 
places including Montreal, New Haven, 
Springfleld, Mass., Elmira, Allegheny, Pa., 
Rockville, Conn., Providence, Brooklyn, 
Hartford and San Francisco. Already more 
than four thousand tickets have been issued 
and the New York societies have made every 
arrangement to secure a large attendance of 
theirown members. The day sessions are to 
be held in the assembly rooms of the Metro- 
politan Opera- house and the night sessions in 
the large hall of Cooper Union, Miss Grace 
Dodge is an earnest ally of the 
women who earn their living and before 
the convention will read a paper upon 
**Practical Talks. Of the purposes of the 


societies whore representatives are here, this 
statement is undoubfedly a cleardefinition. A 
working girls“ society is an organization 
formed among busy womenand giris to se- 
cure by co-operation means of self-improve- 
ment, opportunities for social intercourse and 
the development of higher, nobler aims. It 
is governed by the members for the members 
and strives to be self-supporting! The move- 
ment was originally an English one and be- 
gan in London. But the whole idea ls as yet 
s0 new that there has been little written about 
it. Anucieus was formed in this country, 
growth and accretions followed until to-day, 
like steel particies drawn towards a magnet, 
all women workers and women thinkers are 
clustered here in a 
where will be considered, among other 
topics, the literary element in club 
life, provident and benefit schemes, 
summer vacations, the relation of societies to 
the home and what do working girls owe one 
another. Asasocial side of their club pros- 
pects these working women have their hol 
day houses, where members can enjoy a 
vacation at the seashore at only nominal ex- 
pense; musical entertainments of the best 
class for which thousauds of 5-cent tickets are 
issued; balls to which men are invited and the 
giris go dressed In the gay, pretty club coldrs; 
special club receptions, and many other 
forms of enjoyment that enliven the monoto- 
ny of work without lowering the social tone, 
thus making it possibie for working women of 
limited means to have the best of recreation. 
All this is done by co-operation. There is no 
charity aboutit. Clubaffairs are conducted 
en astrictiy business basis, and the spirit of 
all seems to be to ‘‘live and let live’’ and help 
others to live.

OFFICIAL LAXITY. 


Tennessee Convicts Allowed te Go About 
in Citizens’ Clothes.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—The fact has 
been made public that many ofthe prisoners 
in the State prison have been allowed the 
freedom of the city, being permitted to leave 
the prisonin citizens’ ciothes. Bitter com- 
plaint is made bythe dwellers in the West 
End where the institution is situated. On 
account of the laxity of the officers that has 
become one of the roughest sections of the 
city. Repeated attempts have been made to 
have it removed, but without success. An- 
other complaint is that convicts are permit- 
ted to leave the prison in order to compete 
with honest workers. In nearly all the coal 
mines in the State, convict labor has very 
largely taken the place of freelabor. Nearly 
six hundred are at work in the mines of the 
Tennessee Coal & Iron Co. at Tracey City.

THE RIVER CONVENTION. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE MEFTING TO BE HELD 
AT VICHSBURG. 


Bome of the Most Vital Questions to Be Con- 
sidered at That Gathering—The Quarrel 
Between the Secretary of War and the 
Engineer Bureau—The Question of 
Levees—Lump Apprepriations. 


Y MANY members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange the 
convention to be held in 
Vicksburg on the 80th of 
the present month is re- 
garded as about the most 
important gathering that 
will be held during the 
present year. The object of the convention is 
to discuss matters relating to the navigation 
of the Mississipp! and the navigable streams 
emptying into it, and tocollect evidence in 
regard to the levees. Nocity is more deeply 
interested in the steady navigation of the 
river than St. Louis, anda strong delegation 
will be sent to Vicksburg. 
THE IMMEDIATE CAUSE 
for the calling of the convention is the recent 
fioods, but advantage will be taken of the as- 
sembiage of so many men familiar with the 
needs of the trafic on the inland waters 0 
take such action in relation to all the pro- 
posed changes that may affect freight traffic 
on the Mississippi and its tributaries as will 
cause Congress to make appropriations for 
Baving adjacent lands from overflow and 
opening a passable channel not only sufficient 
in amount, but also regulation 
in a manner that will secure 
the best resulta, The time that nas 
been chosen is regarded as peculiarly favor- 
able. For several months the relations be- 
tween the Secretary of War on the one hand, 
and the Mississippi River Commission and the 
engineer bureau on the other, have been very 
much strained, owing to differences of opin- 


jon concerning matters pertaining to the 
river. The quarrel originally arose in refer- 
enve to the bridges to be erected at Memphis 
and Natchez. The engineer officers in charge 
of the river improvements unanimously pro- 
nounced In favor of bridges of high span and 
great width between the piers. All those 
interested in river traffic were in favor of the 
plans presented by the United States engl- 
neers and the Mississippi! River Commission. 
The railroads, on the other hand, were strong 
advocates of low and narrow bridges, both 
because their cost would be less and because 
the obstruction of the river would tend to 
weaken a dangerous rival. 
THE SECRETARY OF WAR 

took the side of the railroads and attempted 
to override the recommendation of the com- 
mission and engineers. Some hot correspond- 
ence ensued, intbe course of which the Sec- 

retary of War announced that be considered 
the province of the engineers employed on the 
Mississippi to be merely advisory and 
in no way mandatory. This fight was trans- 
ferred tothe River and Harbor Cummittee of 
Congress, and will be fought outin Con- 
gress. The coming convention is expected 
to throw its influence in favor of the en- 
gineers, and will collect evidence to prove 
that the stand taken by them isthe correct 
one. Nextinimportance and more doubtful 
as to the positionto be taken will be the sub- 
ect of levees, A large party are in favor of 
naugurating a policy which will lead tothe 
river being walied in from end to end, ofa 
policy which will involve the strengthening 
of every point proved by experience 
to be weak and of endeavoring at all times to 
retain the river in its bed. A second faction 
isin favor of safety valves as they are termed; 
of allowing the waters to overflow at points 
where it will do the least damage, of abandon- 
ing all attempts to prevent floods, and confine 
the efforts of the Government to controlling 


them. 
NO POINT WILL BE 

so hotly disputed as that in reference to the 
effect of the crevasses in relleving the press- 
ure on the dykes below. One faction claims 
that they have no appreciable influence, 
while the other holds that a 
system Ok flood-gates and cut-offs 
wili go far to prevent disastrous overflows in 
future. Nearly all will unite in recommending 
lump appropriations for the improvement of 
the Mississippi and tributary navigable 
streams, but some bitter opposition to this is 
expected from quarters which desire to secure 
large local appropriations. The railroad in- 
fluence will be thrown against appropriations 
lo be expended according to the recommenda- 
tions of the River Commission as 
such A course will be very iikely 
to compel them to protect their 
own lines, a work which they have very gen- 
erally contrived to throw upon the Govern- 
ment. It is the general opinion that the eub- 
ject of shore protection and river navigation 
will be considered more carefully and closely 
thanever before at a similar gathering and 
that the results of the convention will be 
most excellent.

Discussion by the New Yerk Society of Med 
ical Jurisprudence.

NEW YorK, April 15.—At a meeting of the 
Bociety of Medical Jurisprudence last night 
Judge David McAdam read the paper of the 
evening. The subject was ‘‘The Legal and 
Medical Aspect of Drunkenness.’’ In it the 
Jucge made a plea for some legislation which 
will tend to protect a drunkard from himself 
and save his wife and fawily from ruin. 


He advocated the passsge of a law 
which would allow the courts to confine 
aman in some institution when two physi- 
clans sign a certificate to the effect that his 
passion for strong drink makes such a course 
advisable. A long discussion followed the 
reading of the paper. It was the general opin- 
fon ot the speakers that drankenness should 
not be treated as a crime but as a disease, and 
that men should not be sent to penal institu- 
tions for drunkenness but should, instead, be 
confined in some sanitary institution until 
cured of the weakness. One speaker said that 
every time a drunken man committed murder 
the State was practically particepsa criminis 
and that when the authorities executed the 
murderer they themselves committed legal- 
ized murder.
